White House sources. 
C arter was meeting today 
with reporters in a news con­ 
ference dealing with his first 
foreign trip as President

Aides say it has given the ad 
ministration new international 
dimensions.

The sources said the adminis­ 
tration feels the mention of 
Isra el could upset delicate 
Middle East peace diplomacy, 
and also may conflict with a 
secret study on curbing arm s 
exports. 
Backers of the public works 
program, which will be signed 
F rid ay , have touted it as 
capable of creating at least 
300,000 jobs within the con­ 
struction industry and in­ 
directly another 300,000 jobs in 
related industries. 
In proposing the legislation, 
C arter asked for a $2 billion 
appropriation the first year and 
an additional $2 billion the next 
year Congress decided on a 
lump sum $4 billion authoriza­ 
tion 
The program authorizes the 
federal governm ent to aid 
localities with 
public works 
projects, such as schools and 
libraries.

In CETA Funds 


Columbiana County has been 
awarded over $3 5 million in 
supplemental funds for public 
service em ploym ent under 
Title II and Title VI of the Com 
¥ 
rehensive Employment and 
raining Act (CETA) of 1973, 
according to the Washington, 
D C. office of 18th District Con­ 
gressm an Douglas Applegate 
The funds include $2,855,646 
under Title VI and $645,240 
under Title II for a total of $3,- 
500,886 
Title II funds are to be used 
for jobs for county residents 
who have been unemployed for 
at least 30 days before ap­ 
plying, and to the u n d er­ 
employed. Special considera­ 
tion will be given veterans, 
welfare recipients and former 
M anpow er train ee s, A pple­ 
gate’s office indicated 
Title VI "will disperse nearly 


$5.4 billion nationally and will 
raise the num ber of jobs 
created by these monies from 
$340,000 to $600,000 by Decem­ 
ber 1977," Applegate’s office 
said. 
"The supplemental funds of 
both titles will provide approxi­ 
mately three times the amount 
of money that was previously 
put into the 18th District," 
Applegate said. 
The Labor Departm ent had 
announced plans Tuesday for 
allocating some 
$6.6 billion 
nationwide under the public 
service jobs program. Ohio is 
slated to receive $339.6 million, 
the second largest share in the 
country. 
A pplegate suggested that 
persons interested in applying 
for the program contact the 
nearest employment 
service 
office.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Air 
France and British Airways 
plan to begin Concorde service 
at Kennedy Airport on June 20, 
but the long-postponed landings 
may be delayed even further by 
lawsuits challenging the SST as 
too noisy. 
US. District Judge Milton 
Pollack ruled Wednesday that 
the Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey, which oper­ 
ates Kennedy, is not empow­ 
ered to supersede federal 
authorization of a 
16-month 
Concorde tryout in New York 
The Port Authority said it 
would appeal the decision and 
K 
roups of 
residents of 
the 
ennedy Airport area said they 
were prepared to take the 
m atter as high as the US. 
Supreme Court 
In F eb ru a ry 
1976, 
then- 
Transportation Secretary Wil­ 
liam Coleman authorized the 
tryouts at Kennedy and at 
Dulles 
A irport 
outside 
Washington, where the Con­ 
corde has been landing since 
last May 24 
But the Port Authority, a bi­ 
state agency, 
banned 
the 
service in New York pending 
further studies of Concorde's 
noise and air pollution levels 
and has since stalled on a final 
decision in m atter 
Pollack took the m atter out of 
the authority’s hands, citing 
"the federal government’s ex­ 
clusive statutory responsibility 
for noise abatem ent through 
regulation of flight operation 
and aircraft design." 
New 
York Gov. 
Hugh 
L. 
Carey disagreed, saying the 
ruling leaves the Port Authority 
“without power and due proc­ 
ess to carry out its important 
functions 
to maintain noise 
and other environmental stan­ 
dards." 
N assau County E xecutive 
Ralph Caso, many of whase 
constituents live near the 
airport, said the ruling “literal 
ly 
takes control of the airport 
from the Port Authority and 
turns 
it 
over 
to 
foreign 
governments " 
Michael Biggio of Rosedale, 
Queens, head of the anti-SST 
group ROAR 
(Restore Our 
American Rights), 
promised 
another demonstration like one 
April 17 where hundreds of 
motorists 
went 
to 
Kennedy 
Airport in an attem pt to block 
access roadways ROAR also 
threatened to picket Pollack’s 
home 
Carol Berman, head of the 
Emergency Coalition to Stop 
the SST, w hich originally 
refused to join ROAR in the 
April 17 protest — a demonstra

voting system will be used in all 
176 Columbiana County pre­ 
cincts on a trial basis at the 
Nov. 8 general election, the 
County Election Board decided 
during a meeting Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The so-called 
V otom atic 
equipment will be rented for 
$26,946 from the C om puter 
Election Systems Co. (CES) of 
Strongsville, with the contract 
providing the expense may be 
applied toward the purchase 
price if the county decides to 
utilize the system on a perm a­ 
nent basis. 
CES representatives told the 
board the 1977 general election 
can be staged at a saving of 
$43,196 with the new equipment, 
compared with an anticipated 
expense of $76,305 in using the 
present paper ballot system 
The anticipated saving in­ 
cludes $24,640 in pay for pre­ 
cinct staffs, which would be re­ 
duced from six to four in each 
polling place 
( ost Is $36.000 
The overall cost of using the 
Votomatic system in November 
would be $36,036, the company 
said 
including printing costs 
and other expenses in addition 
Ohio House Okays Bill

to the rental price of $26,946 
Ballot printing for November 
would cost $35,041 under the 
firm 's estim ate, but the use of 
the CES system would reduce 
printing costs to $7,700

Tax Exem ption Problem 


The exemption of a wide range of properties 
from real estate taxes is an old, established 
American tradition that has withstood numerous 
court challenges 
The question today is whether it can withstand 
a brewing taxpayer revolt 
Most people recognize that tax-exempt real 
estate (property held by churches, schools, 
charities, hospiials and similar non profit in­ 
stitutions, as well as by federal state and local 
governments) serves the general welfare. 
It is the growing ratio of this tax-exempt 
property to taxable property, combined with 
ever higher property taxes for homeowners, that 
is giving more and more people cause for con­ 
cern, writes Leonard Sloane in a recent Parade 
magazine. 
In financially precarious New York City, for 
example, the percentage of tax-exempt property 
rose from 25 per cent in 1950 to almost 40 per cent 
in 1978 More than $25 billion worth of property in 
that city is now free from real estate taxes 
According to Democratic Rep. Edward I 
Kix'h. the city of New York is subsidizing the 
federal government alone to the tune of $50 
million a year in lost property tax revenues, and 
foreign governments by another $8 million. He 
lias proposed a bill that would allow cities to 
apply for government payments in lieu of real 
estate taxes on exempt federal and foreign-held 
property. 
In Ohio, 15 per cent of the real property in the 
state, valued at over $6 billion, is tax exempt — 
up $2 8 billion in the last 10 years. 
Nationwide,.the International Association of 
Assessing Officers believes that about one-third 
of all potentially taxable real estate in the United 
States is exempt for one reason or another. With 
an aggregate value of some $400 billion, the 
potential annual tax loss may exceed $10 billion 
Not only must the tax-paying public absorb

One area where the tax exemption principle 
may have been stretched beyond reasonable 
limits concerns profit making businesses run by 
some religious groups, such as publishing 
houses, life insurance companies, wineries and 
distilleries 
While a massive rollback of tax exemptions 
appears politically and socially infeasible, a 
closer scrutiny of present and proposed tax- 
exempt project might lead to a better balanced 
tax structure.

No member of Congress who 
ever played even the smallest 
role in creating a 
specific1 
federal program would think of, 
admitting the whole thing was a 
flop and should be terminated. 
Instead, the inclination is* 
always to throw a few million 
more dollars into the project in, 
hopes that the original, often 
misguided, scheme will at last 
he vindicated. 


NO M E M B E R OF Congress 
can bear to cut a program 
which brings federal dollars to 
his district, even if they are 
wasted by the recipients or 
might be used far more effec­ 
tively elsewhere. 
And no member of Congress 
likes to vote against a col­ 
league’s pork barrel project for 
fear that his own will suddenly 
become vulnerable. 
While 
the 
Republicans 
controlled the White House, 
dominant congressional Demo­ 
crats could always argue that 
they were simply marching to 
the beat of a different drum­ 
mer, doling out dollars for more 
worthy purposes 
than the 
wicked old White House wanted 
to pursue. 
But Carter and the Congress 
now purport to share the same 
goals The difference is that the 
president realizes their com­ 
mon objectives cannot be 
achieved merely by piling new 
programs on top of the existing 
ones: 
federal 
revenues just 
aren’t growing fast enough to 
permit such a luxury, and the 
deficit is already at an in­ 
tolerable level 
Carter 
has 
repeatedly 
pledged to balance the budget 
by the end of his first term. 
There is no way he can keep 
that promise, let alone under­ 
take any significant new policy 
initiatives, if Congress is going 
to insist that every cow is 
sacred 
just 
because 
it’s 
presently alive and gulping 
greenbacks. 
The great water project war 
may seem silly from a distance, 
but it is central to the long-term 
challenge facing both 
the 
president and the Congress. 
There is more at stake than a 
test of wills. Dollars poured 
over needless dams will not be 
available for other projects that 
may well be far more de­ 
serving.

Fire Rages 
In Arabia 
Oil Field 
R IY A D H ,

(UPI) — A “ large explosion" 
triggered a raging fire at one of 
Saudi A rabia’s huge oil fields 
today, 
killing 
at

one 
person, injuring some 25 others 
and 
forcing 
shutdown 
of 
a 
pipeline carrying two-thirds of 
the Saudi oil production, oil 
company and diplomatic re­ 
ports said. 
A U S. embassy official said 
the blaze began shortly after 3 
p.m. Wednesday (8 a.m. E D T ) 
at a gas pumping facility at the 
Abqaiq oil field — the «ountry’s 
second largest onshore field, 
about 210 miles northeast of 
Riyadh 
An official for the Arabian 
American Oil Co. contacted at 
Abqaiq said "a large explo­ 
sion" triggered the blaze and 
the fire was “ still going for­ 
cefully" but that firefighting 
crews were trying to put it out. 


“ The wells closest to the 
blaze have been shut,” he said 
The embassy official said 
there was some concern an oil 
“ tank farm ’’ near the pumping 
facility might be threatened by 
the blaze. But there was no 
immediate confirmation of this 
from Aramco.

Under 1976’s Harvest

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
1977 winter wheat crop, threat­ 
ened by drought until recent 
spring rains improved condi­ 
tions in many major producing 
states, will be 6 per cent 
smaller than last year’s har­ 
vest, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment says. 
In spite of 
that 
decline, 
however, the harvest could still 
be more than big enough to 
keep grower prices depressed 
for another year, and it could 
force the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment into serious consideration 
of using production controls for 
the 1978 crop. 
The department’s Crop Re­ 
porting 
Board 
Tuesday 
estimated the 1977 winter wheat 
crop on the basis of May 1 
conditions at 
1.477 billion 
bushels, 
down 
89 
million 
bushels from 1976 but 3 per cent 
above the last forecast of this 
year’s crop. 
The previous 1977 forecast 
was issued in December at a 
time when drought threatened 
wide areas of the Plains. The 
new report said that in the wake 
of recent rains, wheat con­ 
ditions were good except in the 
still drought-ridden areas of 
California and the Pacific 
Northwest. 
The 6 per cent decline from 
last year’s winter wheat har­ 
vest was due partly to the fact 
that farmers in some regions 
where conditions allow planting 
of other crops switched away 
from wheat this season because 
prices were low. The total 
acreage of winter wheat for 
harvest was estimated at 47.8 
million 
compared 
to 
49.5 
million in 1976. 
Per-acre 
yields 
were 
estimated at 
30.9 bushels 
compared with 31.6 bushels last 
season. 
Ohio’s 1977 winter wheat crop 
is forecast at 63 million bushels, 
5 per cent below last year’s 
output. 
For consumers, the prospect 
of a big wheat supply — part of 
which can be fed to livestock as 
a supplement to traditional 
“ feed 
grains like corn — 
should help 
restrain 
future 
retail food price increases. But 
it is not likely to mean any 
substantial 
cuts 
in 
bread 
prices. 
Wheat makes up only a small 
fraction of the consumer price 
of 
bread.

paying an average of 35.2 cents

numbers 1,126 pages this year 
T hat’s 20 pages fewer than last 
year. 
The 
d irecto ry 
has 
biographies of each member of 
Congress and lines of agate 
type of election data. 
It is also chock full of the 
b u re a u c ra c y ’s nam es, titles 
and phone numbers — work 
phone num bers, that is. Unfor­ 
tunately, like the social ‘‘Green 
Book,” home phone numbers 
are nonexistent, which is why 
the CD is useful only in tandem 
with the less prestigious but 
less costly 
city 
telephone 
directory. 
Last y e ar’s CD was a dark 
olive green, 
and 
preceding 
years’ copies have been tan and 
red. But m ost often — and this 
year is no exception — the 
hardbound version is a dull 
government blue.

Poor diet affects hair 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D EA R DR LAM B - I am 
an 18-year-old girl with hair 
that just about reaches my 
waist. In the last three weeks 
large amounts of it comes out 
whenever 1 brush it or wash it. 
It has never done this before 
and 
has 
a lw a y s 
been 
beautifully thick and it has 
never been cut shorter than 
mid-back length 
I ’m 5 feet 5 and I try to 
maintain my weight between 
112 and 115. I eat toast for 
breakfast, some type of fruit 
for lunch and a large green 
salad with cheese and several 
kinds of raw vegetables for 
dinner I also drink a couple of 
cups of coffee a day. I eat 
some type of meat usually 
once a week 
I gain weight very easily so 
I diet pretty severely. Is there 
some type of vitamin or 
mineral that I ’m lacking’’ I 
take a multi-vitamin tablet. 
I am very upset about 
what’s happening and I would 
appreciate it if you could tell 
me what is wrong or what 
type of doctor I should see. 
Can you suggest a low calorie 
food I can use to replace 
whatever I am lacking9 
D EAR R E A D E R - This 
may be a temporary problem 
for you The most important 
feature of your story is your 
terrible diet. If you have given 
the true facts you have a pro­ 
tein 
deficiency 
Protein 
deficient diets will lead to loss 
of h a ir, as w ill s e m i­ 
starvation crash diets or 
prolonged illnesses associated 
with inadequate intake of 
calories and particularly pro­ 
tein 
Dieting and hair loss 
have a well known cause and 
effect relationship. 
What low calorie food can 
you eat? I would suggest at 
least seven ounces and 
preferably 14 ounces of lean 
meat every day. Actually 14 
ounces of lean beef with the 
fat removed before cooking 
contains less than 600 calories 
and will provide the protein 
you need You need calcium 
which you should get from 


milk. 
T h ere are two other 
possibilities — you may have 
an iron deficiency which will 
cause loss of hair even if you 
do not have an anemia or if 
you are overdoing hi-potency 
vitamins you may be getting 
too much vitamin A which can 
cause a loss of hair. 
About 85 per cent of the hair 
follicles have normal hair 
growth while the remaining 
follicles rest. The resting 
follicles are not dead, just 
sleeping. Since the scalp hair 
has a life cycle between two 
and six years this usually 
doesn’t affect the abundance 
of scalp hair. 
During the last part of 
pregnancy more than 90 per 
cent of the hair follicles are 
active. Because of the natural 
life cycle for hair about two or 
three months after delivery a 
larger than normal amount of 
follicles enter the resting 
stage. The older hair drops 
out and is not immediately 
replaced with a new growth of 
hair The woman is frantic if 
she doesn’t know about this. 
She is not losing her hair or 
going bald but is simply read­ 
justing to the normal ratio of 
resting and a c tiv e hair 
follicles. In a few months time 
her normal hair growth 
pattern will be reestablished. 
Many diseases can cause a 
loss of hair. If a person has un­ 
explained loss of hair it is a 
good idea to see a der­ 
matologist. In your case I am 
sure he will suggest that a 
better diet will help your hair 
growth regardless of what 
other factors may be in­ 
volved.

Silverfish: tough to track

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Growing Your Own

In the last ten years im- 
patiens have become some of 
the most important bedding 
plants. They are noteworthy 
for being among the few plants 
that make a colorful display in 
shady areas. Impatiens are 
also colorful annuals in their 
own right, producing prolific 
blooms over a long season. 
The garden impatiens. also 
called patience plant, patient 
Lucy, busy Lizzie, Sultan’s 
balsam and touch-me-not. is 
known 
botanically 
as 
Impatiens wallerana. You will 
sometimes 
find 
them 
in 
catalogs listed as Impatiens 
sultanii or I.holstii, but these 
names are now considered 
invalid. The original species is 
native to Zanzibar in East 
Africa and the island of 
Madagascar. 
Impatiens have been grown 
for decades, usually as pot 
plants on window sills. These 
old-fashioned varieties left a 
lot to be desired with their 
• bare stems topped with 
a few leaves and flowers. The 
first bedding Impatiens were 
of two strains, the Baby series 
and the Jewel series. Both 
were non-hybrids and tended 
to get leggy as the plants grew 
older. 
T H E F IR S T 
F I hybrid 
impatiens were introduced 
circa 1968. These were the Imp 
series with one and one half 
inch flowers on 15-inch plants, 
and the Elfin series with one 
inch flowers on 6-inch plants. 
Both were improvements in 
flower production, length of 
bloom, 
color 
range, 
and 
growth habit. The hybrids 
produce base branching plants 
that are clothed in foliage and 
flowers from the ground up 
forming mounds of color. Elfin 
is currently the most popular 
hybrid impatiens strain. It 
probably has the widest color 
range of any series. There are 
12 separate colors in the Elfin 
strain: orange, scarlet, pink, 
fuchsia, rose, white, red, blue, 
crimson, salmon, orchid, and a 
red and white bicolor 
Recently 
several 
large- 
flowered hybrid strains have 
been developed. GRANDE, 
first offered in 1975. has two- 
inch blooms on six-inch plants 
and is available in mixed 
colors only. FUTURA, a 1976 
introduction, is an outstanding 
strain with flowers up to two 
and one half inches across. The 
bushy mound-shaped plants 
grow 10 inches tall and about 
as wide 
There 
are eight 
separate colors available in 
this strain. New this year is 
FANTASIA, a strain offered 
only as started plants. It is 
available in 10 colors, and its 
12 inch plants produce two- 
inch blooms Park and Harris 
Seed Companies each have 
their own strains of hybrid 


impatiens. Shady Lady and 
Shade Glow respectively. Both 
strains are similar in habit to 
the Imp series. 
There are also a number of 
bicolor strains, having white 
markings on the flower. In 
some varieties the markings 
are blotchy, in others they 
form a star. The first bicolors 
were discovered growing in 
Switzerland. One of the first 
offered 
was 
G E N E R A L 
GUISAN, a red and white non­ 
hybrid. It is still offered by 
Park under the name of A GO- 
GO. Park also offers a hybrid 
mixture 
called 
CRAZY 
Q U ILT . 
An 
outstanding 
bicolor strain is ZIG-ZAG, a 
hybrid variety that originated 
in France. Its color range 
includes scarlet, orange, pink, 
rose, and salmon, all with a 
white star pattern. 
Zig-Zag’s habit is similar to 
Imp. Two newer 
starred 
bicolors are 
R IP P L E 
(red 
and white) and T W IN KLES 
in four separate colors. These 
are very dwarf like the Elfin 
series. All bicolor impatiens 
have a more distinctive pat­ 
tern in light shade rather than 
full shade. 
In 1975 came the first fully 
double impatiens, Fancifrills. 
The one and one half inch 
flowers 
resemble 
roses or 
camellias, and come in six 
colors. Fancifrills are sterile 
and therefore can only be 
propagated through cuttings. 
Fancifrills tends to be sparse 
flowering. 
During the past seven years 
an entirely new race of im­ 
patiens has been developed. 
These were derived from 
several new species brought 
back by the US.Department of 
Agriculture’s 
plant-hunting 
expedition to New Guinea in 
1970. Work with these species 
at Iowa State University 
produced the New Guinea or 
Cyclone Hybrid impatiens. 
The feature that sets the New 
Guinea Hybrids apart from 
other 
impatiens 
is 
their 
variegated foliage in com­ 
binations of red, green, yellow, 
orange and pink Flowers tend 
to be large, over two inches, 
and can be orchid, red, orange, 
purple, pink, white or salmon. 
Some of the cultivars in­ 
troduced so far include Blue 
Butterfly, Brandywine. Red 
Coat, Rainbow Star, Yankee 
Doodle, Star Fire and Seventy- 
Sixer All are propagated by 
cuttings; 
seeds 
are 
not 
available. There is some 
improvement to be done with 
New Guinea impatiens. They 
do not bloom as prolifically as 
the standard impatiens, and 
they are more susceptible to 
insect damage and disease

Hybrid garden impatiens 
are easy to start from seed. 
Simply spread the seed on the 
surface of a moistened seed- 
starting medium like Jiffy-Mix 
or Burpee’s Planting Formula 
and press them in lightly. Do 
not cover as the seeds need 
light in order to germinate. 
Place the container in a plastic 
bag 
and 
put 
it 
under 
fluorescent lights or on a sunny 
window sill. When the seed 
sprouts, remove the plastic 
bag. 
Seed may be sown 
anytime if the plants are to be 
used indoors. 
For bedding, the seed should 
be started six to eight weeks 
before it is time to set the 
plants out in late May or early 
June. You can also buy started 
plants from greenhouses and 
nurseries. Imp, Elfin. Futura 
and Fantasia impatiens should 
be 
available 
locally. 
In 
summer you can root stem 
cuttings in water or moist 
vermiculite in order to have 
plants to grow indoors during 
winter. 
Impatiens are truly spec­ 
tacular for garden display. 
Don’t pass them up when you 
are shopping for bedding 
plants this spring.

over

e a r lie r 
forecast. It was made soon 
after bad winter weather 
devastated commercial crops 
in Florida, and western far­ 
mers expressed pessimism 
about water availability for 
the 1977 growing season 
Association spokesman John 
O. Davies III says the new 
figures are based on a regional 
study projected nationally and 
on information compiled by 
the Gallup Poll and the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture on 
home gardening last year He 
estimates the total retail value 
of this year's home grown 


vegetables at $10 million 
The association now expects 
a total of 32 million home 
gardens this year, with in­ 
dividual investments of less 
than $20 per gardener, an 
average garden size of about 
600

feet, 
typical 
growing methods, average 
supermarket-grocery

and planting of the vegetables 
most often grown at home 
They are tomatoes, green 
beans, onions, cucumbers, 
peppers, radishes, lettuce, 
carrots, squash, beets, cab­ 
bage and greens.

Food Price Index 
Up Nearly 4% 


Food prices have risen 
sharply with the 3.7 per cent 
increase in the food price index 
in the December-February 
period. This accounted for all 
of the food price rise in the past 
12 months. Wholesale food and 
farm prices have continued to 
increase thru early April 
pointing to further upward 
pressure on retail prices. 
Sharp upward movement is 
expected to moderate in up­ 
coming months. Over two- 
thirds of price increase since 
November has been due to 
weather-related supply cut­ 
backs of fruits and vegetables, 
eggs and beverages. 
Prices for meat, bakery 
products and sweeteners, 
which account for over half of 
the pric^index, have declined. 
With replanting of winter 


egg 
and 
pork 
supplies, 
pressure on prices should ease 
by late spring However, if 
crop growing conditions are 
not favorable this summer, 
look for renewed upward price 
pressure bv late summer and 
fall.

In Ancestor Search

The big new vacation lure of 
New Hampshire is not covered 
bridges, 
not 
lakes 
and 
mountains, but cemeteries 
People by the thousands are 
coming in search of their 
ancestors, a search intensified 
by the nation's Bicentennial- 
just as there was a similar 
upswing in genealogical in­ 
terest a century ago at the 
time of America's Centennial 
The search usually leads to 
the state’s several thousand 
cemeteries, where tombstones 
provide 
an 
invaluable 
collection of names and dates. 
“ What one is usually looking 
for is the name of the in­ 
dividual, w here or when he or 
she was bom. married and 
died Sometimes a trek back to 
the individual's town helps 
Perhaps you can track down a 
date in a cemetery.-’ said 
Philip Zea. administrative 
assistant to the director of the 
New Hampshire Historical 
Society 
“ For details about people's 
lives, you really need diaries 
It's possible one’s distant 
cousins, if one can track them 
down, have such material,” 
Zea said 
THE SOCIETY is a private, 
non-profit 
organization, 
always short of funds and 
-eeking new members at $10 a 
year But it never asks for 
money when helping the 
people — 6.000 last year—who 
stream in seeking help to trace 
their families 
It has catalogued its million 
pages of manuscript and 
thousands of family and town 
histories so that it is tairly 
easy to walk in w ith a name in 
your head and. in minutes, find 
the books which refer to the 
family you are looking for 
A search for a Wisconsin 
friend's ancestors turned up a 
Concord 
Collins 
in 
five 
minutes In 15 minutes there 
weren't many Collinses» we 
found a record of that Collins 
in one of the town's II public 
cemeteries The society has 
cemetery

Gladiolus are one of the most 
colorful summer bulbs to 
grow, and they grow almost 
everywhere. Here are some 
tips on these and other bulbs 
for this summer. 
Planting and spacing depend 
on how the gladiolus or other 
flower is to be used. “ Glads” 
are perfect for cutting and 
w ork w ell in clumps or rows. If 
planting in a clump, plant 
about four inches deep and six 
inches apart, depending on the 
size of the corms. Two-inch- 
diameter corms are 
ideal 
Gladilus prefer full sun and 
well-drained soil. New corms 
w ill form , dig them tip this fall 
and store.

conspicuous stakes with string 
to support the plants. Place 
string in a row down each side

Now that most of the spring 
seedings have been 
made, 
farmers are beginning to 
wonder how they can get the 
most feed, meat and milk from 
their efforts this year and next. 
And many are concerned 
about seedings they made last 
year, too. 
Here is the best way to use 
the newly renovated fields this 
year. Be sure to keep them 
grazed short so that the 
legumes have a chance to get 
off to a good start. However, 
cattle should be taken off the 
field when they start biting the 
tops out of the legumes. 
Normally it takes about four 
to six weeks for a good cover to 
form and the field is ready for 
the second round of grazing or 
haymaking. 
For 
those 
seedings made about March 1, 
the first crop for hay or heavy 
grazing should be ready by 
around June 15. 
IF SE ED ED E A R L IE R or 
later, judgment on the cutting 
and grazing pattern can be 
adjusted accordingly. If the 
first crop is harvested about 
June 15. the second crop should 
be ready (depending on rain) 
about August 1. 
The third crop then should be 
ready about mid-September. 
Don't let the crop go to seed; 
when you do, it thins the stand 
for next year 
After the first fall freeze— 
normally late October to early 
N ovem ber—h arvest 
the 
residue. 
If it 
is a sparse 
growth, you may prefer to 
graze it. But don't grace it too 
heavily while the ground is 
wet. If haying conditions are

Cattle On Feed 
Placements Down 


Cattle on feed in 23 states as 
of April 1 totaled 10,618,000 
head or three per cent less 
than one year earlier Place­ 
ments in feedlots were 5.597.- 
000 head which was three per 
cent more than in the Jan - 
Mar period of 1976. Fed cattle 
marketings at 6,442,000 head 
were two per cent above the 
same quarter of 1976. Steers on 
feed in 23 states totaled 7,047,- 
000 head and were four per 
cent below year ago. There 
were 3,523,000 heifers on feed. 
By weight groups as of April 1 
there were 14 per cent more 
cattle on feed weighing 1,100 
pounds or more; four per cent 
less that weighed 700-899 lbs.; 
one per cent fewer in the 500- 
699 pound range and; one per 
cent more that weighed under 
500 lbs. This indicates some 
moderate price increases in 
the period ahead.

Don’t Discard Seed 
Packets After Planting

One 
of 
the 
most 
easily 
overlooked, most valuable bits 
of paper for good gardening is 
the seed package 
Tens of 
thousands of dollars are spent 
developing new- varieties The 
basic facts to grow that variety 
well are on the packet. 
Save them Whether they are 
empty or still have some seeds 
for later planting, put the 
packet in a plastic sandwich 
bag. It keeps them safe and 
dry and fresh You also have 
the packet for ready reference 
all season. 
Each 
packet 
tells 
the 
variety. It gives facts about its 
size, the shape and usually 
best ways to use it. 


YOU’LL FIND an estimate 
of how many feet of row or how 
many plants you can usually 
grow from the contents of that 
package. 
That 
tells 
you 
whether one or several packets 
will provide the amount of 
flow ers or vegetables you 
want 
Directions for proper sowing 
are always listed Follow these 
instructions exactly 
Tiny 
seeds just don't have enough 
stored food to push up through 
the soil if you bury them too 
deeply If vou plant too close to 


the surface, birds may eat 
them before they sprout. Or a 
sudden rain may wash them 
away from shallow plantings. 
Check 
spacing 
recom ­ 
mendations If you plant too 
closely you'll crow d plants that 
sprout. That wastes seed too. 
You also save time thinning^ 


Cultural 
tips 
are 
often 
provided. Look for special tips 
to get best results from that 
particular variety 
If you 
should soak seeds, do it. If 
spacing between rows is given, 
plant your seeds to allow for 
them to mature with sufficient 
room within the row 
and 
between rows. Crowded plants 
compete for moisture, plant 
food and sun 
Plants, like 
people, do need adequate room 
to roam and thrive. 
THE FINAL POINT 
is 
perhaps the most important 
Seed packets almost always 
give estimated times from 
planting to harvest. Mark your 
calendars. That way you'll 
know when to expect the first 
pickings at the peak of per­ 
fection You'll also be able to 
select varieties that give you 
early, mid and late season 
harvests for more enjoyment 
and better eating from your 
vegetables, more continuous 
color from vour flowers.
